Furr-FIRST CONGRESS, FIBST SESSION, 


' IN THE SENATE OP THE UNITED STATES 


February 25, 1890, 


Mr. Jones, of Nevada, from the Commit 


tee on Finance, reported the following: 
A bill to authorize the purchase of gold 


and silver bullion and the issue of Treas- 
ury notes in payment therefor. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House 


of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Oongress assembled, That the 
Secretary of the Treasury is hereby directed 
to purchase from time to time silver bullion 
to the aggregate amount of four million 
five hundred thousand dollars worth in 
each month, at the market price thereof, 
not exceeding ona dollar for three hundred 
and seventy-one and twenty-fivo hun- 
dredths grains of pure silver, and also to 
purchase such gold bullion ns may be 
offered at the Treasury or any sub-Treas- 
ury of the United States at a price not 
exceeding one dollar for twenty-three and 
twenty-two hnndredths grains of pure gold, 
and to issue in payment for such purchase 
o! silver and gold bullion, Treasury notes 
to be prepared by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, iu snob form and of such de- 
nominations, not less than one dollar nor 
more than one thousand dollars, as ho may 
prescribe; and a sum sufficient to carry 
into effect the provisions of this Act is 
hereby appropriated out of any money in 
the Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 


SEC. 2. That the Treasury notes issued 


in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act, 
shall be redeemable on demand, in 


lawful money of the United States, at the 
Treasury of the United States, or at the 
office of any Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States; and shall be receivable for 
customs, taxes and all public du«s, and 
when EO received may be reissued; and 
such 'cotes when held by any National 
Banking Association may be counted as a 
part of its lawful reserve. 


SEO. 3. That the Secretary of the Treas- 


ury may coin such portion of the gold or 
silver bullion purchased under the provis- 
ions of this Act as may be necessary to 
provide for the redemption of the Treasury 
notes herein provided for, and any gam or 
seigniorage arising from such coinage shall 
be accounted for and paid into the Treas- 
ury. 


SEC. 4. That the gold and silver bullion 


purchased under the provisions of this Act 
shall be subject to the requirements of ex- 
isting law, and the regnlatious of the Mitt 
service, governing the methods of deter- 
mining the amount of pure gold or pure 
silver contained, and the amount of charges 
or deductions, if any, to be made. ' 


SEC. 5. That so much of the Act of 


February 28, 1878, entitled "An Act to au 
thorize the coinage of the standard silver 
dollar and to restore its legal tender char- 
acter," as requires Ihe monthly purchase 
and coinage of the same into silver dollars 
ot not lees than $2,030,000 nor more than 
S4.000.000 worth of silver bullion, is 
hereby repealed* 


SEC. 
G. Tbi« Act shall take effect thirty 


days from and alter its passage. 


The bill wai placed on the calendar. 
The Senate Finance Committse has been 


for some timo discussing the silver ques- 
tion. 
ThB JOURNAL publishes above a 


copy of tho measure which Senator Jones 
LM reported from the committee. 


It is not all that the free-coinage men 


would like, but it is a very good measure 
as it stands, and, if it becomes a law, will 
not only revivify the mining industry of 
the West, but will givo a healthy stimulus 
to every industry in every section of the 
country. The JODENAI regards it as prac- 
tically equivalent to free coinage, because 
the purchase of four and a half millions of 
silver each month will require the entire 
product of the mines of the United States, 
and will, in our judgment, bring silver to 
par within a very short time. 


This bill is ona originating in the com- 


mittee, and not one that has been referred 
to it. As our readers will see, the proposi- 
tion is very simple and easily understood. 
It is positive nnd mandatory in its terms, 
and leaves nothing to the "discretion" of 
the Executive Department. 
It requires 


the purchase of $4,500,000 of silver bullion 
each month, and such gold bullion as may 
b« presented. This, so far as it goes, 
places silver and gold on equality—both 
being treated as commodities. The pay- 
ment, for the silver as well as for the gold, 
is to be by Treasury notes redeemable in 
he "lawful money of tha United States,"' 
lhns doing trway with the diseriminatio 
heretofore made against silver by the law 
which require payment for that metal i 
certificates redeemable only in silver. Tb 
silver bullion is to be paid for at the marke 
rate, but cot to exceed one dollar for ever 
371 25-100 grains of pure silver (that bein 
the equivalent of 412% grains of standan 
silver, nine-tenths fine). The Treasury 
notes whose issue is provided for are madi 
receivable for "customs, taxes and all pub 
lie dues." 


It is really an excellent bill, and will, we 


believe, become a law, with little if any 
modification. When time enough shal 
have elapsed for i!s affects to be realized, 
the gold mon will be astonished at its gooc 
results, and will in a year or two be per- 
fectly willing to assist in the passage of a 
free-coinage bill. 


There are many Eastern members ol 


Congress who are as yet afraid of free- 
eoinage, but who would help nc pass a bill 
such as is outlined. There is besides, an 
indirect but plain and positive intimation 
that the President would veto a free-coin- 
age bill. The silver men cannot, of course, 
accept th9_Windom proposition without 
eliminating the provision which would give 
to any person who might for Ihe time be- 
ing occupy the office of Secretary of the 
Treasury, the power to suspend, at his dis- 
cretion, the purchase of silver. Without 
that clause the bill would not be acceptable 
' to its f ramerg; and, in case it succeeded in 
getting through both Houses of Congress, 
would fail for want of Executive approval. 
It would then bo too late to discuss, as 
fully as would be necessary, any measure 


that might be proposed in its stead. In 
such aase, the people would be left without 
re course until after another long debate at 
a later session of Congress; and, in the 
present condition of business, a failnre to 
act now would be fraught with peril to the 
industries of the country. 


Ths addition which the committee bill 


will make to the volume of money in circu-

NAGLE CASE ARGUMENTS, 


SENATOR ALLISON BE-ELEOTED 


FEOM THE GREAT STATE 


OF IO¥A. 


Rain At Marysville—The San Franoico

The Naglo Matter Before the Supreme 


Court.

WASHIXCITOSI, March 4.—The Supreme 


Court chamber was filled to-day with an 
audience which listened attentively to the 
argnments ia Nagle's'caao, arising out of 
the shooting of Judge David Terry last 
Summer. All the Justices were present 
except Judge Field. 
The argument was 


opened by Zaehary Montgomery, in behalf 
of appellant, .Sheriff Cunningham, from 
whose jurisdiction Nagl« was discharged on 
a writ of habeas corpus, issued by tie 
United States Court on the ground thuL he 
was a United States Deputy Marshal, en- 
gaged in the performance of bis duty and 
oonld not be imprisoned by State authori- 
ties. Montgomery said it was contention 
of State authority, that the sole question 
before the court was the jurisdiction alone, 
and therefore all questions of Kagle's guilt 
or innocenc* were irrelevant. He reviewed 
the leading points in the evidence and 
maintained that nnleg there wire specific 
statutory authority for his release by the 
United States Circuit Court. If it were 
true that the act was justifiable homicide 
necessary for the protection of Justice 
Field, there need not be any fear that the 
State would not acquit him. But this was 
for the St&te to decide. 


Attorney General Miller, who followed 


on behalf of the United States, said he 
would base his argument on two proposi- 
tions: First, that it is the doty of the Ex- 
ecutive Department to protect the Judiciary 
ot the Government. 
Second, that under 


the Constitution the Judiciary being in 
obeyance to the Executive, only the Judi- 
ciary Department had a right to sit in judg- 
ment on the aols of its officials in perform- 
ing their duties in accordance with the 
Constitution. He quoted from the words 
of Secretary Bayaid that the inherent right 
of the Government to enact and enforce the 
laws gives it power to protect its servants 
in their execution. The Attorney General 
argued his case upon this line. The prop- 
osition advanced on the part of the State 
was a Lertsay as old as the Government 
which has been refuted times without num- 
ber in the courts, in Congress and upon 
battle fields. It was this same argument 
that the Executive had no power except 
such as was specifically granted by the 
Legislative Department that had been used 
before the civil war to deny the power of 
the Government to coerce the seceding 
States. Justice Bradley interrupted the 
Attorney General in the coarse of his re- 
marks with the question: 
"With what 


force shall the President execute this 
power of protection of which yon speak, 
supposing the Marshal had not sufficient 
ftrce for the purpose?" 


Attorney General—"With a posse in the 


first instance, and after, if that is not suffi- 
cient, with the army »nd navy." Justice 
Bradley—"Then he has the right to alj all 
citizens of the United States in maintaining 
the laws and protecting the institntioas of 
the Government." 


Joseph Shoate, of New York, one of the 


counsel for the Government, opened with a 
statement that ever since Ihe beginning of 
the Government the people of the United 
States bad rested with the conviction that 
within its limits the Government was sov- 
ereign and supremo, and that it bad within 
itself all the powers and facilities to fulfill 
its own functions nnd accomplish its own 
purposes. In doing this the Government 
waa not subject to hindrance or interfer- 
ence by any power whatever. For the first 
time in an hundred years, the public were 
now met with the startling contention that 
a Justice of the highest court of the land 
was not entitled to the protection of the 
Government iu going noia one place loan- 
other on his circuit.-

Three Breaks In One of the Company' 


Plumes—A Tough Time In the Mount 
nins—Avalanche After Avalanche — 
Men Working Night and Day. 
The Enterprise, of Tuesday, says 
Tnree snowslides have broken the lower 


flames of the Water Company's system 
from Marlette Lake to Virginia City, and 
have kept the employes of the company on 
a keen jump for the past week.

They were away several miles from 
supplies, and everything had to be brought 
up by men on snow slices 
A cut 43 feet 


deep was shoveled and BIX 18-foot boxes 
had to be repaired. This work was com- 
pleted at 11 o'clock Sunday night.

ing two new breaks, one not far from the 
six mile reservoir, and the other between 
Hobart Creek and the tanks for supply 
purposes
